The New Telephone Company In­ 
stalled Its System In About 
Three Weeks. 


LABOR GETS A GOOD SHARE. 


• 1 ,BOO Paid for Labor Last Waak 
and 11.300 Will Ba Paid 
This Waak. 


' The first load, of telephone poles for 
the Twin City Telephone oompany ar­ 
rived in Benton Harbor June ^ th ree 
weekt ago tomorrow. 


By Monday night the 900 telephones 
in the two cities will be connected, 
and a feat pronounced impoaiible will 
have been accomplished. 
This is the 
be^t time ever made in installing a 
plant of this proportioL. 
The break­ 
ing of .all records in this respect is 
largely due to the fact that the work 
is in charge of John C. Crowley, of Chi­ 
cago, a telephone construction man of 
national reputation. 
Mr. Crowley be­ 
gan in the ¿^graph business years 
ago and w asjw of the flrst telephone 
men in this country. 
When he leaves 
the plant there will be no sagging 
wires or bending poles, and a gale of 
50 miles an hour will ‘ not cross the 
wires and stop the service. 
Besides 
>utting in the system here Mr. Crow- 
ey iu this time has run six miles of 
wire to Stevensvilie. 


The new company now has in this 
city and St. Joseph 250 miles of wire 
ou the polen. 
To set the poles and 
han^ir the wire has necessitated a large 
expenditure for labor. 
The pay i*oll 
of the company last week was ll,500 
and this week it will be upward» of 
$1,300. 
The work will continue all 
next week and then the state lines 
will be pushed into the country. 


The subscribers to the new system 
will each have a separate wire and 
when their phones ring it will not be 
necessary for them to count the num­ 
ber of ringfs to see if it is their call. 
Neither can the third or fourth party 
break unceremoniously in when two 
are talking-. 
This feature of the new 
system will afford considerable relief. 


The newspai>ers have been printing 
the statement that the railroad com­ 
panies hud signed contracts to use the 
Bell telephones and the Bell only. 
Notwithstaudiufr this fact 
the new 
company has contracted with the West 
Michigan und Vandalia companies for 
telephones and negotiations are ou 
with the Hig Four company. 
Within 
the last 24 hours the new comimny, 
without any solicitation, has received 
contracts for tlfteen new telephones.

A big mob gathered in 
front of the building, and one of the ne­ 
groes cried out to lynch Pendleton, and a 
rush waa made for him. Througii ih»i 
efforts of himself and friends Pendleton 
made his escape in a carriage. 


The negro mob then gathered about 
the iail building to prevent the lync hing 
of Johnson, and open threats were made 
by them to kill any white man ti'.at 
might come to the Jail. About ll o’clock 
at night William Hardener, a white man, 
was sitting in front of the court house 
when several of the negro mob ap­ 
proached him and ordered him to move. 
He arose to obey, and as soon as his 
back waa turned there rang out the

be died two hours later.

He 
merely pointed out the merlta of the 
levee ayatem, asked for a fair appor­ 
tionment for hit dlitrlct and declared 
that the 
government waa practlalhc 
falae economy in regard to the protec­ 
tion of the people living on the Mlaala- 
alppra banka. Murray Smith, of Vloka- 
burg, BCIm .. stated that eighteen milea 
from Vicksburg, north towards Qreen- 
vllle, there waa a stretch of rioarlan 
land unprotected by levees. When high 
water came, this land waa Inundated and 
the water backed tip until It reached 
the ievee locality and thera swept be­ 
hind the levee and undermln^ It 
Btltov«« 1« tiM Levee Syrtem. 


W. P. Halllday, delegate from Arkan- 
■aa, aald In part : **l ventur^ to aay that 
the recent floods have clearly proven 
the success of the general Idea, of our 
levee system. 
It Is only where our 
levees were ImperfMtiy constructed 
that they failed to afford protection, and 
where this was the case the unhappy 
sufferers have been greatly dlscouriMied 
and have, to some extent, lost faith In 
the system upon which they have previ­ 
ously relied with so much confidence. 
The system of levees, however, from 
the mouth of the Red river down, where 
all the waters from all the rivers have 
had to pass, has withstood this awful 
pressure witnout loss and with only one 
temporary break, which was quickly re­ 
paired." 


Appeals to the Conatltvtloa. 
Halliday declared th at the greatest 
obstacle to the complete success of levees 
is inflltratlon, and said that the cause 
of inflltratlon Is Imperfect foundations. 
He urged the necessity for more a t­ 
tention being paid to the stability of 
foundations. **Under the constitution of 
the United States.” continued Halliday, 
we are guaranteed protection of life 
and property, • • • and no expendi­ 
ture, however great, should be spared If 
our fertile fands can be protected or 
reclaimed or our citizens protected 
against any threatened peril. 
This 
measure of protection to the residents 
along the Mississippi river Is demanded 
not alone by considerations of human­ 
ity, but of the public interest as well.” 


CHABOES IT TO ClVlLiaSATlON. 


T hat and For««t De«tructioii Ijiraeljr Re- 
•ponalbie for the R§a Flood«. 


John Diamond, a 
wealthy 
sugar 
planter representing the Lake Borgne 
district, made an eloquent speech. He 
said that he 
represented 
the 
sugar 
planters, who had suffered greatly from 
overflowa The last flood, coming as It 
did on the heels of a depreciation in su­ 
gar and sorghum, made their troubles 
all the harder to bear. '*In this coun­ 
try,*' continued Diamond, ‘‘the people 
living along the riparian land of the 
Mississippi were too proud to ask for 
assistance. They built the levees them­ 
selves. For many years they have done 
this work, and done it valiantly. If the 
same conditions prevailed today as when 
the levees were first constructed the 
government would not be called upon to 
assist us. 


“The civlllaatlon of the north and the 
denudation 
the northern forests, and 
other causes, have all operated to swell 
the current of the Great 
Father 
of 
Waters. Land that was once one or two 
feet above high water Is now below what 
is called average water. The land in our 
district Is now two feet below the water 
Inthe river. The construction of the 
levees up the river has tended to cause 
the heaping up of the waters down upon 
us. 
But we do not complain of the 
levees. 
All w'e want is that the com> 
mission will recognise our condition and 
help usi, a hard working and energetic 
people who have always been willing to 
help ourselves.” 


Representative Baird, of the Fifth 
Louisiana district, pointed out the disas­ 
ters that have resulted from permitting 
the Kenesaw bas|n levees to go unpro­ 
tected. He said the population was as 
thick there as anywhere on the Missis­ 
sippi. He asked for a liberal apportion- 
ment. Several other gentlemen repre­ 
sented other flooded districts and urged 
national help to build and strengthen 
levees. T. V. Kenna, of the Ponchartrain 
district, said the people had been taxed 
to the very utmost to repair damages 
and they felt a t if they could not raise 
another dollar. 


V. Maurin, of Lafourche basin levee 
district, Louisiana, presented a large 
bundle of manuscripts, maps and dia­ 
grams. He said th^ late overflow neces­ 
sitated the supply of 430.000 cubic yards 
of earth to repair the damage done. He 
thought this 'demand waa modest and 
hoped that It would be granted. George 
M. Schorberger. of the Ruah district, 
Louisiana, said his district hat not only 
suffered from overflows, but also from 
storma, and immense waves were caused 
by the wash of the large ateamera going 
to and from New Orleanp. His people 
were taxed to the last inch. 


Henry B. Richardson, of the Louisiana 
state board of englneera, presented an 
•stlmate to the commlMlon of the neces­ 
sary levee improvements along the line 
of the Mississippi river for 7S5 miles.

New BufTalo Telephone: The Mich­ 
igan City Fish company is interested 
in establishing a harbor at this port, 
of sufficient draught to allow the fish 
tugs to navigate. 
If this is done the 
company will fish from this port quite 
extensively. 
The tug Cpckel. of the 
fish company came down Wednesday 
afternoon to investigate the surround- 
ings. 
A delegation of citizens were 
down to meet the tug and were taken 
aboard and the work of prospecting for 
the proposed new harbor was com­ 
menced. 
Soundings were taken and 
other necessary woi% done. 
The com­ 
pany and citizens alike were satisfied 
that the work of making a harbor for 
fishing would nojb.require a great ex­ 
pense. 
It was found that about 800 
feet of sheet piling, 50 foot wide would 
be needed between the piers to keep 
the river fiow in, but little dredging 
would have to be done, after tbe piling 
is laid as the river would slush itself. 


The fish company, which is equipped 
with the facilities, offer to do this 
work at a very reasonable figure. 
The company has been wanting to fish 
from this port for some time, as it 
would be far closer to port from their 
nets than they now are at Michigan 
City, while at the same time their nets 
would be located as far out as they 
now are. 


No definite cenclusions were arrived 
at, however, anditonly remains for the 
citizens lo subscribe the required 
amount for the work. 
The town will 
probably take some action in the mat­ 
ter. 
The government has neglected 
our port, since it gave us the two small 
piers. 
This would be a good step to­ 
wards the establishment of the harbor 
and would eventually induce commerce; 
then the government would probably 
help us out. 
This is recognized by 
sailors as one of, if not the best ports on 
the lake, as it is located on a desirable 
point for convenient navigation, and as 
a good trading and shipping point. All 
we lack is the harlx)r and we can get it, 
by some hustling.

The New Telephone Company In- 
. ttalled its System (n About 
Three Weeks. 


UBOR GETS A GOOD SHARE. 


• 1,500 Paid for Labor Last Wook 
and 11.300 Will Bo Paid 
Thia Wook. 


The flrat load of telephone poles for 
the Twin City Telephone company ar­ 
rived in Benton Harbor June 6^three 
weeks ago tomorrow. 


By Monday night the 300 telephones 
in the two cities will be connected» 
and a feat pronounced impossible will 
have been accomplished. 
This is the 
best time ever made in installing a 
plant of this proportlou. 
The break­ 
ing of all records in tMs respect is 
largely due to the fact that the work 
is in charge of John C. Crowley, of Chi­ 
cago, a telephone construction man of 
national reputation. 
Mr. Crowley be­ 
gan in the i^slegraph business years 
ago and was one of the first telephone 
m^n in this country. 
When he leaves 
the plant there will be no sngglng 
wires or bending poles, and a gale of 
60 milee an hour will not cross the 
wires and stop the service. 
Besides 
imttinp in the sptem here Mr. Crow- 
lev in Ibis time nas run six miles of 
wire to Stevensvllle. 


The new company now has in this 
city and St. .ioseph 250 miles of wire 
on the pole.*«. 
To set the poles and 
hang the wli*e has necessitated a largo 
ex|>encliture for labor. 
The pay roll 
of the company last week was $l,u(!iO 
and this week it will be upwards of 
$l..’{00. 
The work will continue all 
next week and then the state lines 
will l>e pushed into the country. 


The subscribers to the new system 
will each have a separate wire and 
when their phones ring it will not be 
necessary for them to count the num­ 
ber of rings to see if it is their call. 
Neither can the third or fourtli party 
break unceremoniously in when two 
are talking. 
This feature of the new 
system will afford considerable relief. 


The newspapers have been printing 
the statement that the railroad com- 
Danies hud signed contracts to use the 
Bell telephones and the Bell only. 
Notwithstanding this 
fact 
the ne\v 
cotniuiny has contracted with the West 
Michigan and Vandalia companies for 
telephones and negotiations are on 
with the Big Four company. 
Within 
the last 24 hours the new company, 
without any i^iolicitation, has received 
contracts for fifteen new telephones.

slppl's iMinks. Murray Smith, of Vlcks- 
burff, Miss., stated that eighteen miles 
from VIcksburd, north towards Oreen- 
vllle, there was a stretch of rioarlan 
land unprotMted by levees. When high 
water came,* this land was Inundated and 
the water backed up until It reacht>d 
the levee locality and there swept be­ 
hind the levee and undermined It. 


BcltovM la tiM Ls v m Syalaau 
W. P. Hallldsy, delegate from Arkan­ 
sas, said In part: *'I venture to say that 
the recent floods have clearly proven 
the success of the general Idea of our 
levee system. 
It Is only whet« our 
levees were Imperfectly constructed 
that they failed to afford protection, and 
whenf this w>as the case the unhappy 
sufferers have been greatly discouraged 
and have, to some extent, lost faith In 
the system upon which they have prevl- 
oufily relied with so much confidence. 
The system of levees, however, from 
the mouth of the Red river down, where 
ail the w aters from all the rivers have 
had to pass, has withstood this awful 
pressure witnout loss and with only one 
tem porary i>reak. which was quickly re­ 
paired.*' 


Appeals to th« Constltnlioa. 
H aliiday declared that the greatest 
obstacle to the complete successof levees 
is inflltratlon, and said th a t the cause 
of inflltratlon Is imperfect foundations. 
He urged the necessity for more a t­ 
tention being paid to the stability of 
foundations. “Under the constitution of 
the United States,*' continued Haliiday. 
**we are guaranteed protection of life 
and property, • • * and no expendi­ 
ture, however great, should be spared if 
our fertile lands can l>e protected or 
reclaimed or our 
citizens protected 
against any threatened 
peril. 
This 
m easure of protection to the residents 
along th# Mississippi river is demanded 
not alone by considerations of hum an­ 
ity, but of the public Interest as well.”

did on the heels of a depreciation In su­ 
gar and sorghum, made their troubles 
all the harder to bear, 
“In this coun­ 
try,** continued Diamond, “the people 
living along the riparian land of thè 
Mississippi were too proud to ask for 
a^istance. They built the levees them­ 
selves. For many years they have done 
this work, and done it valiantly. If the 
same conditions prevailed today as when 
the levees were first constructed the 
government would not be called upon to 
assls^'t us. 


“The civilisation of the north and the 
denudation of the northern forests, and 
other causes, have all operated to sweU 
the current of the G reat 
F ather 
of 
W aters. Larjd th at was once one or two 
feet above high w ater Is now below what 
Is called average water. The land In our 
district Is now- two feet below the water 
Inthe river. The construction of the 
levees up the river has tended to cause 
the heaping up of the w aters down upon 
us. 
But we do not complain of the 
leVees. 
AU we want Is that the com­ 
mission will recognize our condition and 
help us, a hard working and energetic 
people who have always been willing to 
help ourselves.“ 


Representative Baird, 
of 
the Fifth 
Louisiana district, pointed out the dleas- 
iers that have reswHed frojn p§i*iuittlng 
the Kenesaw bàsln levees to g5 Unpro­ 
tected. H e said the population was as 
thick there as anywhere on the Missis­ 
sippi. He asked for a liberal apportion­ 
ment. 
Several other gentlemen 
repre­ 
sented other flooded districts and urged 
national help to build and strengthen 
levees. T. V. Kenna, of the Ponchartm in 
district, said the people had been taxed 
to the very utmost to repair damages 
and they felt as if they could not raise 
another dollar. 


V. Maurln, of Lafourche basin levee 
district, Louisiana, presented a large 
bundle of manuscripts, maps and dia­ 
gram s. H e said the late overflow neces­ 
sitated the supply of 430,000 cubic yardi 
of earth to repair the dam age done. He 
thoughr this demand was modest and 
hoped th at it would be granted. George 
M. Schorberger, of the Rush district, 
Louisiana, said his district has not only 
suffered from overflows, but also from 
storms, and immense waves were caused 
by the wash of the large steam ers going 
to and from New Orleans, 
H li people 
were taxed to the last Inch. 


H enry B. Richardson, of the Louisiana 
state board of engineers, presented an 
estim ate to the commiwlon of tbe neces­ 
sary levee improvements along the line 
of the Mississippi river for 725 miles. 
H is estim ate is as follows: For repairs 
to levees damaged by th« floods,- B,648.500 
cubic yards of earth: for Improvements 
of levees and raising of those neceseary 
to be raised by the g rfa t rise of water, 
18.429,500 cubic yards of earth; for blan- 
auettei, <,610.000 cubl^c yards of earth; 
for extension of levees. 2,600,000 cubic 
yards of earth, Th» grand total of Rich- 
ardmn's figures |s over SS,000,000 yards of 
tartb.

Buffalo. 


New Buflfalo Telephone: The Mich­ 
igan City Pish company is interested 
in establishing a harbor ^at this port, 
of sufficient draught to allow the fish 
tugs to navigate. 
If this is done the 
company will fish from this port quite 
extensively. 
The tug Cockel, of the 
fish dompany came do>vn Wednesday 
afternoon to investigate the surrouna- 
ings. 
A delegation of citizens were 
down to meet the tug and were taken 
aboard and the work of prospecting for 
the proposed new harbor was com­ 
menced. 
Soundings were taken and 
other necessary work done. 
The com­ 
pany and citi'/.ens alike were satisfied 
that the work of making a harbor for 
fishing would not require a great ex­ 
pense. 
It was found that about 800 
feet of sheet piling, 50 foot wide would 
be needed between the piers to keep 
the river flow in, but little dredging 
would have to be done, after the piling 
is laid as the river would slush itself. 


The fish company, which is equipped 
with the facilities, offer to do this 
work at a very reasonable figure. 
The company has been wanting to lish 
from this |)ort for some time, as it 
would be far closer to port from their 
nets than they novr are at Michigan 
City, while at the same time their nets 
would be located as far out as they 
now are. 
, No definite conclusions were arrived 
at, however, anditonly remains for the 
citizens to subscribe the 
required 
amount for the work. 
The town will 
probably take some action in the mat­ 
ter. 
The government has neglected 
our |K)rt, since it gave us the two small 
piers. 
This would be a good step to­ 
wards the establishment of the harbor 
and would eventually induce commerce; 
then the government would probably 
help us out. 
This is recognized by 
sailors as one of, if not the best ports on 
the lake, as it is located on a desirable 
point for convenient navigation, and as 
a good trading and shipping point.
